SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 1

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Veterans Health Sav-2

ings Account Act’’. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subparagraph (C) of section 9

223(c)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 is amend-10

GIBLE FOR CERTAIN VETERANS BENEFITS.—An 13

individual shall not fail to be treated as an eli-14

gible individual for any period merely because 15

the individual receives hospital care or medical 16

services, or such care or services is paid for, 17

under any law administered by the Secretary of 18

Veterans Affairs.’’. 19
